THE CODE CIPHER SHOWS 
THAT BERLIN ORDERED 
THE LUSITANIA SINKING 


The Advertisements Warning American Travelers 
Now Explained and Proof of Germany’s 
Crime Furnished 


The cipher message which proved that Berlin directed the sinking 


of the Lusitania is made public ior the first time in the World’s Work 


magazine, published today. 
John R. ii Fathom, editor of the Providence 


Journal, which exposed numerous G en ia n plots in this country during the 


last three years, in an article giving in detail the methods lie used to un­ 


earth the work of the German agents^ quotes this message from his files, 
and explains how it was decoded. 
The message, in cipher, reads as fol­ 
low's : 


“From— Berlin Foreign Office. 
To Botschaft. Washington 
669 (44-W j— Welt nineteen-fifteen wam e 175 29 I stop 
175 I 2 stop durch 622 2 4 stop 19 7 18 stop LIX 1 1 3 4 
5 6. 


This cipher message came through from Nauen, Germany, to Say­ 


ville. Long Island, at 2 o'clock on the morning of April 29. 1915, and 


was caught by the operator at a wireless station maintained by the Provi 


denee Journal. 
It was especially interesting because it followed none of 


the codes which they had previously obieivtd. 
It was evidently import­ 


ant. because four attempts were made to put it through before the Ger­ 


man station succeeded in overcoming the 
unfavorable 
statu 
conditions 


wdiich prevailed that morning. 
Every attempt to decipher it failed, un­ 


til somebody with a line on the internal activities of the German Embassy 


remembered that during that morning Prince Hatzfeldt, of the Embassy 
Staff, had been looking for a New York World “Almanac." 
The first two 
words of the message, “Welt (German for World) 1915.’’ 
supplied 
the 


clue. 
Following the other numbers in the message as representing page 


line, and word in the World “Almanac" for 1915, the Journal men de­ 


coded the message as follow s: “ Warn Lusitania 
passenger (s) 
through 
press not voyage across the Atlantic." 
Two days later the German Embas­ 


sy printed the now historic advertisement in the New York papers warn­ 
ing travelers not to corss the Atlantic, and a week later, on May 7th, the 
Lusitania was sunk by a German submarine. 


A dramatic touch of suggestion of death in the message lies in 


the fact that the word not in it is taken from the first sentence of an obit­ 


uary of the late Joseph Pulitzer, former owner of the World, which pub­ 


lishes the "Almanac." 
And another grim bit of irony in it is that the last 


four words were taken from an advertisement 
of 
a 
well-known marine 
motor headed “The Seal of Safety at Sea." 


Two words of the message are spelled out in German. 
They are 


“ wame." which in English is “ warn ; 
and 
“durch" 
which 
means 


“through " 
The word “ Botschaft" is German for * Embassy. ’ 


The German Ambassador, immediately after the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania. declared that the advertisement lie had published in the New York 


papers was inserted on his own responsibility and lied no particular ref­ 


erence to the Lusitania. 
As punted this advertisement ii' ntioned no ship 
by name. 
But the cipher m essage now reveals the tar t that he deliber­ 
ately lied, and that Berlin directed the whole tragedy. 
Incidentally. Mr. Ka thorn's article adds that on the evening after 
the Lusitania was sunk, when friends of Von Bernstoiff declared that he 
was overwhelmed with g ild and secluded in his rooms in a New York 
hotel, he was in reality giving a dinner in the apartments of a friend in 
New York and there toasted the commander of the U-boat which sunk the 
liner.

Sugar Cost 35 Cents a Pound During 
Civil W a r— Refiners' Profit* 
Now Curtailed, 


Sugar Is selling today throughout 
Am erica at from 8Vii to 9 cent* a 
pound to the consumer, even though 
there is a world shortage which bas 
reduced this natio n ’s sugar allotm ent 
to 70 lier cent, of normal. 
Through th e efforts of the United 
States food ad m inistration the sugar 
m arket has been regulated as far as 
the producer, refiner arid w holesaler 
Is concerned. T h e food adm inistration 
has no power to regulate retail prices 
except by public opinion. Even though 
more than 8f>,000 ton* of sugar have 
been shipped to F ran ce in th** last 
four m onths the retail g ro c e rs sugar 
price is around 8 to 
cents. 
Ile 
should sell 
tills sugar a t S 1/^ to 9 
cents, th** food adm inistration believes, 
ami asks th** Am erican housewife to 
pay no m ore than tills am ount. 
L ast A ugust when the food adm in­ 
istration was organized the price of 
sugar rose suddenly to l l cents a 
pound. 
D uring tho riv il W ar sugnr 
cost the consum er 85 cents a pound. 
By regulation of the sugar m arket and 
reducing the price to H\'z nnd 9 cents 
and keeping it from advancing to 20 
cents th** food adm inistration has sav­ 
ed the Am erican public at least $180,- 
000,0*10 in fo u r m onths, according to 
a state m en t m ade by H erbert H oover 
tho other day. 
“ It is our stern duty to food the al­ 
lies, 
to 
m aintain 
their 
health 
nnd 
strength at any cost to ourselves," 
Mr. H oover declared. 
“T h ere has not 
been, nor will be as we se** It, enough 
sugar for even their present m eagre 
ami depressing ration unless they send 
ships to rem ote m ark ets for It. 
If we 
in our greed and gluttony force them 
either to fu rth e r reduce their ration 
or to send these ships w»* will have 
done dam age to our abilities to win 
this wnr. 


“ lf we send the *hlp* to Java 
for 250,000 tons of sugar next year 
we will have necessitated the em­ 
ployment of eleven extra ships for 
one year. 
These ships— if used in 
transporting 
troops— would 
take 
150.090 to 200.000 men to France.” 


Reason 
for World 
Shortage. 
As 
Mr. 
H oover pointed 
out, 
the 
United States, C anada and E ngland 
were su g ar Im porting countries before 
th** w ar^ while F ran ce and Italy were 
very nearly self supporting. T h e main 
sources of the w orld’s su g ar supply 
was G erm any nnd neighboring powers, 
the W est Indies and tho E ast Indies. 
G erm an su g ar is no longer available, 
ns It is used entirely In Germany, 
which also absorbs sugar of su rro u n d ­ 
ing countries. 
E ngland can no longer buy 3,400.000 
long tons of sugar each year from 
Germ any. 
T h e F ren ch sugar produc­ 
tion has dropped from 750,000 to 210,- 
009 tons. 
T h e Italian production has 
fallen from 210,00*1 to n s to 75,000 folia. 
Thus 
thro*? 
countries 
w ere 
thrown 
upon E ast nnd W est Indian sources 
for 1,925,000 tons annually lo m aintain 
their norm al consum ption. 
B ecause 
of 
tho ’w orld’s 
shipping 
shortage 
the nilled 
nations started 
draw ing on the W est Indies for su g a r; 
F ast Indian sugar t*»ok th ree tim es 
the num ber of ships, since the dis­ 
tance w as th ree tim es as great. 
Sud­ 
denly the w est w as called ort to fur­ 
nish ami dbl furnish 1,430.000 tons of 
sugar to E u ro p e when 300.000 tons h 
year w as the pre-w ar dem and. 
The 
allies had draw n from Ja v a 400,OHO 
tons before th e shipping situation be­ 
cam e acute. 
“In spite of these shipm ents,’* Mr. 
Hoover stated 
the o ther day, “the 
English g overnm ent In August reduced 
tho household sugar ration to a basis 
of 24 pounds per annum per capita. 
And in Septem ber tile French govern­ 
m ent reduced their household ration 
to 13 2-10 I rounds a year, or a hit over 
I pound of sugar a mouth. 
Even this 
m eagre ration could not be tilled by 
tho' F rench ^governm ent It w as found 
early in tile fall. 
Am erica was then 
asked for 100,000 tons of sugar nnd 
succeeded In sending 85.000 tons by 
D ecem ber I. 
T he French request was 
gran tell because the Am erican house­ 
hold consum ption w as then at least 55 
pounds per person, and it was consid­

Today the sugar situation may 
be summarized by stating that if 
America will reduce its sugar con­ 
sumption 10 to 15 per cent, this 
nation will be able to send 200,000 
more soldiers to France. 
Sugar today sells at seaboard re­ 
fineries at $7.25 a hundred pound* 
li t e wholesale grocer has agreed to 
limit his profit to 25 cents a hundred 
plus freight, and the retail grocer is 
supposed to take no m ore than 50 cents 
a hundred pounds p ro fit 
This regu­ 
lation was m ade by th e food -adminis­ 
tration, which now asks the housewife 
to reduce su g a r consum ption as much 
as possible, using other sw eeteners, 
and also rem inds h er th a t she should 
pay no m ore than D cents a pound for 
sugar.

the spread betw een the cost of raw 
nnd tim sate of refined cane sugar 
should be limited to $1.30 per hundred 
pounds. 
The pre-w ar differential had 
averaged about 85 cents and Increased 
costs were found to have been impos­ 
ed by the w a r In increased cost of re­ 
fining, losses, cost of bags, 1ab«w, Insur­ 
ance, Interest and other things, rath e r 
more than cover the difference. 
A fter 
prolonged 
negotiations 
the 
refiners 
w ere placed under agreem ent estab­ 
lishing these lim its on October I, and 
anything over this am ount to be agreed 
ex to rtio n ate under the law. 
“In the course of these investiga­ 
tions It was found by c a n v a s s of the 
Cuban producers th a t their sugar had, 
during the first nine m onths of the 
past year, sold for an average of about 
$4.24 per hundred f. o. b. Cuba, to 
which duty and freight added to the 
refiners’ cost am ount to about $5.66 
per hundred. 
T he average sale price 
of granulated by various refineries, ac­ 
cording to our Investigation, wa* about 
87.50 per hundred, or a differential of 
$1.84. 
“In reducing the differential to $1.30 
th ere w as a saving to the public of .4 
cents p er hundred. 
H ad such a dif­ 
ferential been In use from the 1st of

Next Year. 
W ith a view to m ore efficient o rgan­ 
ization of the trad e In Im ported sugars 
next year two com m ittees have beeu 
form ed by the food a d m in istra tio n ; 
1. A com m ittee com prising rep re­ 
sentatives of all of the elem ents of 
A m erican cane refining group*. 
The 
principal duty of tills com m ittee is to 
divide the sugar import* pro ra ta to 
their various capacities and see that 
absolute justice is done to every re­ 
finer. 
2. A com m ittee com prising three rep­ 
resentatives of the English, French 
and Italian go v ern m en ts; two repre­ 
sentatives of the Am erican refiners, 
w ith a mem ber of tin* food adm inistra­ 
tion. 
Only two of the com m ittee have 
arriv ed from Europe, but they repre­ 
sent the allied governm ents. 
T he du­ 
ties of this com m ittee ure to determ ine 
the m ost economical source* from a 
tran sp o rt p6int of view of all the al­ 
lies to a rran g e tran sp o rt a t uniform 
rates, to distribute the foreign sugar 
between the United S tates ami allies, 
subject to the approval of the Ameri­ 
can, English, F rench and Italian gov­ 
ernm ents. 
This committee, while holding strong 
views as to the price to be paid for 
Cuban sugar, has not had the final 
voice. 
T his voice has rested in the 
governm ents concerned, together with 
th e Cuban governm ent, am i I wish to 
sta te em phatically th a t all of the g*?n- 
tiem en concerned as good commercial 
men have endeavored with the utm ost 
patience and skill to secure a lower 
price, and th eir persistence has re­ 
duced Cuban dem ands by 15 cents per 
hundred. 
T he price agreed upon is 
about $4.60 per hundred pounds, f. o. b. 
Cuba, or equal to about $6 duty paid 
New York. 


“Thi* price should eventuate,” 
Mr. Hoover said, “to about $7.30 
per hundred for refined *ugar from 
the refiner* at seaboard points or 
should place sugar in the hands of 
the consumer at from 8</a to 9 
cents per pound, depending upon 
locality and conditions of trade, or 
at from 1 to 2 cents below the 
prices of August last and from on*,
